Again in the sad news from Texas there Is the 
reminder of the hazards of American industrial 
development of the last decade.

The Lincoln city traffic commission which has 
just been named has been handed just about as 
important an assignment as ever confronted a body 
of citizens.

The Oregon republican and oth­ 
er western colleagues then point­

9-11. The reporting of a technical 
conference such as our recent one 
is most difficult and we are 
pleased with the manner in which 
the 
Lincoln 
newspapers 
high­ 
lighted the items of general in­ 
terest. 
With an integrated program for 
the development of the Missouri 
river basin many agencies have 
specific functions to perform. The 
Water Resources Branch, U. S. 
Geological Survey is .responsible 
for collection of basic informa­ 
tion relative to the water re­ 
sources of this region and the rest 
of the nation; and data on the oc­ 
currence, source, quantity , quality 
and availability of our water sup­ 
plies, together with information on 
sediment loads in the streams and 
methods of utilization of water 
resources are being obtained. Such 
factual data, collected by an un­ 
biased agency , are essential to in­ 
telligent planning for future de­ 
velopment. 
These functions of the Geologi­ 
cal Survey have been carried out 
in Nebraska with the active co­ 
operation and participation of the 
Nebraska Department of Roads 
and Irrigation and the Division of 
Conservation and Survey , Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska, who have as­ 
sisted in the stream gaging and 
ground water programs for many 
y ears. In otl^er states in the basin 
similar 
co-operation 
has 
been 
maintained with properly desig­ 
nated state and municipal agen­ 
cies.
